REORGANIZATION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 


GPO  has  received  word  that  on  June  17,  1981,    that  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  once  again  reorganized.    The  result  is  that  most  of  the 
offices  affected  by  the  1978  reorganization  are  now  back  in  existence, 
with  the  same  names  and  basic  functions.    The  agencies  in  existence 
prior  to  1978  will  retain  the  classes  that  were  originally  established 
for  them. 


The  offices  primarily  affected  are  the  Economics  and  Statistics  Service 
(A  105.)  and  the  Science  and  Education  Administration  (A  106.).  ESS 
is  now  the  Economic  Research  Service  (A  93.)  and  the  Statistical 
Reporting  Service  (A  92.).    SEA  has  become  the  Agricultural  Research 
Service  (A  77.),  Cooperative  Research  Service  (A  94.),  The  Extension 
Service  (A  43.),  and  the  National  Agricultural  Library  (A  17.). 

The  Food  Safety  and  Quality  Service,    which  was  established  in  1977,  has 
become  the  Food  Safety  and  Inspection  Service  (class  not  yet  established). 
The  commodity  programs  formally  under  FSQS  will  be  taken  over  by  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  (A  88.).    Also  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Administration,  which  after  1978  became  part  of  the  Agricultural  Market- 
ing Service,  is  now  again  a  separate  office  and  will  be  classed  (A  96.). 
A  new  office,  the  Human  Nutrition  Information  Service,  was  established 
under  the  Assistant  Secretary  for  Food  and  Consumer  Services.    No  class 
has  yet  been  established  for  it. 

Name  changes  which  will  not  affect  classes  include  the  World    Food  and 
Agricultural  Outlook  and  Situation  Board  (now  the  World  Agricultural 
Outlook  Board),  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  (Now  the  Office  of  the 
Consumer  Advisor),  and  the  Office  of  Budget,  Planning,  and  Evaluation 
(now  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Analysis). 

All  classes  for  current  titles  which  were  in  existence  prior  to  1978 
will  now  be  reactivated.    The  item  numbers  will  remain  the  same.  This 
reorganization  will  not  be  reflected  in  the  upcoming  LIST  OF  CLASSES, 
but  will  appear  in  subsequent  issues.

DEPOSITORY  LIBRARY  INSPECTOR  RETIRES 

The  Government  Printing  Office's  first  full-time  Depository  Library  Inspector, 
Ms.  Helen  M.  Holt,  was  feted  on  her  final  day,  August  28th,  at  the  Library 
and  Statutory  Distribution  Service  in  Alexandria,  Virginia.    She  was  presented 
with  a  plaque  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Mr.  Carl  A.  LaBarre,  which 
recognized  her  twenty-one  years  of  service  with  the  Federal  government.  Un- 
doubtedly the  most  familiar  single  GPO  employee  to  be  personally  met  by 
Depository  Librarians,  Ms.  Holt  has  made  over  1,000  visits  to  depositories 
from  Maine  to  Hawaii,  and  as  far  North  as  Alaska.     She  has  flown  more  than 
a  million  miles  and  driven  over  100,000  miles  during  the  course  of  her 
inspection  visits  for  GPO.    She  is  moving  to  Illinois  where  she  will  be 
closer  to  members  of  her  family,  and  will  reside  at:     72 S  llinman  Street, 
Aurora,  Illinois  60S0S. 
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
